Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed In this application after final rejection. Since this 
application Is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth In 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
3/02/2005 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5, 7-13, 15-21 , and 23-28 have 
been considered but are moot In view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 3/02/2005, regarding claims 25-28 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments regarding claims 25-28, p.10 and 11, 
"applicant is unsure of where, If anywhere, in Hetherlngton II each of these recitations of 
Claim 25 are allegedly found." The applicant Is referred to the previous office action as 
the limitations are within the scope of the Invention, more specifically, In Hetherlngton II 
Fig. 2. Applicant does not appreciate the breadth of the terminology. The nature of 
translation is not so narrow as the applicant argues. Starting from a word in one 
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language followed by machinations of a computer, and producing the word in another 
language satisfies the broadly claimed translation. 

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: In claim 1, "control object" does not have proper antecedent 
basis located within the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-5, 7-13, 15-21, and 23-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

in claims 1 , 9, and 17, "wherein said text is an input field" is not enabled, nor 
described anywhere in the disclosure in a way that enables an artisan to make or 
use this limitation. 

In claims 7, 15, and 23, "wherein said text is an output field" is not enabled, nor 
described anywhere in the disclosure in a way that enables an artisan to make or 
use this limitation. 
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In claims 8, 16, and 24, "wherein said text has no visual representation" is not 
enabled, nor described anywhere in the disclosure in a way that enables an 
artisan to make or use this limitation. 

The Applicant is advised to point out the enablement of these limitations within 
the disclosure. 

7. Claims 2-5, 1 0-1 3, and 1 8-21 are rejected as they depend from their rejected 
parent claims. 

8. Claims 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The claim is not supported by the disclosure. The 
description doesn't clearly allow a person of ordinary skill in the art to recognize what is 
claimed. n 

9. Claims ^26j^are rejected as being dependent upon their rejected parent claim. 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 1 . Claims 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 25, line 1 , "a control object" is unclear, vague and indecipherable as to 
the bound of the control object. 
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Claims 26-28 are rejected as they depend from their rejected parent claim.
